Registrant provided general information to both Tango Ekoki and Jean-Paul Moka with respect to: potential conference 
sites and contracting with the Ritz-Carlton in Washington, DC for a conference to be held in July 201 1; handled/plannedl 
other details regarding the arranging and planning for such conference; gave general advice regarding how to publicize 
Mr. Moka's candidacy for the Presidency of the DRC to Congolese diaspora members in the US; set up meetings with nora- 
governmental individuals at thinktanks, universities, and NGOs for Mr. Moka to meet during his planned trip to the US 
(which did not take place) and met with and informed these individuals generally about Moka's candidacy and discussed 
DRC development and human rights issues; attended public lectures at thinktanks on topics related to DRC; met personally 
with two Congolese diaspora (non-governmental) leaders regarding the DRC elections and political issues.

1 . For both Tango Ekoki and Jean-Paul Moka, Registrant's CEO (Kimberly D. Reed, who has filed a short form registration! 
met on Oct. 29, 201 for approximately 20 minutes with the DRC desk Officer at the US Dept of State (Rick Swart) to 
discuss the DRC political situation and to inform him of Moka's candidacy and biography. She did not attempt to sway Mr. 
Swart's or the DOS's opinions or policies or influence them in any way, as this was purely an informational meeting. Ms. 
Reed obtained Mr. Swart's name from a personal friend working in a low-level position at the State Department 
headquarters, whom she had asked to find out the name of the DRC desk officer, and he looked it up in a DOS directory. 
This request and the subsequent meeting with Mr. Swart were on Ms. Reed's own accord and not at the request of either 
Mr. Moka or Tango Ekoki. 

2. Mr. Moka attempted to enter the US at Dulles Airport on or about October 1 6, 201 and was denied entry. Registrant's 
CEO, Kimberly D. Reed, on her own accord (not at the request of Mr. Moka or Tango Ekoki) emailed a personal friend in the 
US Embassy in Belgium to see if he was able to give her any information regarding the refusal of entry, as this made her 
suspicious regarding Mr. Moka's background and past. The friend emailed her back with basic information that Mr. Moka 
did not have a valid visa and was denied entry on that basis. All of this email correspondence has been examined by FAJRA 
during an inspection of books and records on May 23, 201 1 .
